NEW PROGRAM APPROVAL 

The State Board of Education has 
indicated its desire to approve each new 
instructional program prior to its submission 
to the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education (ACHE). Accordingly, the 
Department will prepare an abstract of each 
new instructional program requested for 
approval which will contain a 
recommendation from the staff ot that 
Department, and which will be presented to 
the State Board of Education. Following 
the approval of a new instruction program by 
the State board of Education, the program 
will then be forwarded to ACHE for its 
consideration and approval. This will 
require additional planning and additional 
time allotted for the consideration and 
approval process. 

As you know, new programs must be 
submitted to AC1 IK by January 1 5 or June 
15 in the course of any given year. In order 
to assure adequate time for consideration 
and approval by our own State Boarc of 
Education, it will be necessary for you to 
submit new program proposal applications to 
the Department by OCTOBER 1 5 1 OR 
THOSE INTENDED FOR THE JANUARY 
15 ACHE SUBMISSION, AND BY 
MARCH 1 5 FOR THOSE INTENDED 
FOR THE JUNE 15 ACHE SUBMISSION.

ii. State board of Education approval of 
New Off-camps sites 

The State Board of Education has 
indicated to us its desire to approve each 
new off-campus instructional site proposed 
following the expiration of the Fiscal 
Conservation Guidelines on July 3 1, 1995. 
The Board has expressed very serious 
concern with respect to the proliferation ot 
off-campus sites and the duplication of 
courses and services stemming from a wide 
distribution of off-campus sites. 
Consequently, prior to the submission of any 
proposal for a new off-campus instructional 
site to the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education (ACHE), the State Board of 
Education will first be presented an abstract 
of the proposal and a recommendation from 
staff of the Department of Postsecondary 
Education concerning the site. 

According to new ACHE guidelines, 
proposals for all off-campus sites, both new 
and existing, will be received and approved 
annually. Those sites to be utilized 
beginning with the winter term 1995, and 
including the spring and summer terms of 
1996, must be received by the department by 
August 1, 1995. This timeframe will permit 
our board the opportunity to review and 
approve new sites before forwarding them to 
ACHE. It is anticipated that annual off- 
campus site proposals for the 1995-96 year 
will be due to the Department by April 1, 
1996.

TILT-UP 

As Shelton undertakes one of the largest 
construction projects in the state, second 
only to the Mercedes-Benz site, an 
innovative construction method known as 
"tilt-up" is being utilized. 

The tilt-up method of construction is 
popular around the country because it 
enables owners to construct buildings at a 
reasonable cost and in a very efficient time 
frame. This type of construction is now 
being introduced to large projects in 
Alabama. 

According to John Fischer, vice president 

of David Volkert & Associates, Inc., of 
Mobile, Alabama, the "tilt-up walls are "one 
of the most exciting things" about the 
project. Nearly 100 of these 23-ton panels 
are now inplace, approximately half of the 
total number which will be erected 

"From the information available, Shelton 
State is the first college to use "tilt-up" 
construction for a totally new campus, and 
only the second educational institution to use 
the procedure in the country," Fischer said. 

"Wc’vc made some innovations by 


applying decorative precast pieces, brick 
veneer and granite finishes to the tilt-up to 
impart classical and traditional architectural 
details to the exterior facade of the building. 
We looked at some classic, old buildings in 
Tuscaloosa and then worked to impart some 
of these details and characteristics to this 
new building," Fischer said. 

SHELTON IS CLEANING HOUSE 
WASTE MATERIAL REMOVAL 

Shelton State continues to plan for the 
college's move to the new campus next 
spring. An internal environmental audit was 
conducted last year, and as part of the audit, 
all waste material will be moved and 
disposed of in appropriate facilities. 

Dr. Umphrey brought together the 
resources of Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management and ChemWaste 
Management to help the college prepare for 
the move. 

Representatives from Chem Waste have 
been on campus this past week to help 
complete the project.
